Dr. Horswell Says He Agrees 
with John Wesley, bat 
Not with All Modern 
Methodism.

CRITICISM CAUSES ‘ACTION. 


The Garrett. Biblical Inétitute has lost an- 
other professor. After proclaiming that his 
religious views were in accord with those 
held by John Wesley, but not in agreement 
with the “ less liberal theology of present- 
day Methodism,” Dr. . Charles Horswell, 
head of the department of Old Testament 
Literature and Hebrew, anpounces his res- 
ignation from the institute, 

Criticism by his brethren of his liberal 
interpretation of the Bible led to the resig- 
nation. The announcement that Dr. .Hors- 
well has quit has caused a sensation in 
Methodist Episcopal Church circles and in 
the Methodist Theological School, where he 
has been one of the leading instructors. Ef- 
forts to have him reconsider his determina- 
tion to resign have failed. 


‘Frequent Comments on Liberalism. 

‘Since the sensational departure of Dr. 
Charles W. Pearson from the faculty of the 
Northwestern University there have been 
humerous declarations by Dr. Charles J. 
Little and others and editiorialg in the 
Methodist papers to the effect that those who 
do not agree with the Methodist Episcopal 
Chtrch and wish to attack its doctrines 
should not draw pay from a Methodist insti- 
tution 

Dr. Horswell was sensitive to theee sug- 
Sestions and felt that they had application 
to his case even if not so intended. Accord- 
ingly he determined to sever his connection 
With the Evanston institution. His higher 
critical views of the Bible, expressed in his 
lectures in the class-room and on the plat- 
form, have not met with the approval of 
Methodists everywhere, although members 
of the faculty of the Garrett institute de- 
clare they do not know that ne holds views 
trines. 


Resignation Delivered April 12. ij 
The resignation was given to President 
Little on April 12, but was not made public 
till yesterday. Dr. Horswell then announced 
his purpose and explained hig reasons for it 
to the members of one of his classes. An 
hour afterward he left Evanston for the 
East and told no one of his destination. 
*““My teachings have been severely criti- 
cised,’’ he said in his address to his class, 
**by Methodists in all parts of the country. 
As an exponent of higher criticism, the pro- 
priety of my remaining in this school has 


my views are not consistent with Methodist 
doctrine. .IIn view of these facts I do not 
any longer wish the school to carry the 
responsibility for my teachings. I have re- 
signed my position unconditionally and ex. 
pect my resignation to be accepted. If it is 
not accepted, the responsibility for my teach- 
ings will fall upon the trustees of ws school 
and not upon myself.” 


In Accord with Wesley. | | 
In declaring his belief that his views were

‘*I do not think that there is anything in- 
compatible with Methodist doctrine in what 
I teach,”’ he said. ‘“ At least I am confident 
that my views are in accord with those of 


Methodist Church does not accept them.” 


Dr. Little Regrets Resignation. 

Dr. Little said: I am‘’sorry Dr. Horswell 
has felt compelled to resign.. What he has 
told me of his reasons was in confidence, and 
I could not betray that confidence. As far as 
I know, his views are consistent with Meth- 
odist doctrine. I asked him to take time to 
consider the matter, hoping that he would 
change his mind, but he would not, 

‘It is true that he teaches higher criticism 
and has been attacked for it. But he fills 
a position where attacks must be expected, 


the school. We are compelled to teach it. 
Students ask questions that must be an- 
swered, and we eel answer them in the 
only logical way. 

‘**Many students have come to me with 
complaints that Professor Horswell is teach- 
ing heresy, but upon examination I have 
always found that they were mistaken and 
that the professor’s- views were not alto- 
gether different from those of the nena 
of us.’ 

Attacks on Dr. 

The first and most severe attack upon 
Professor Horswell was by the Des Moines 
conference of the Methodist Church, of 
which he is a member, when resolutions 
were adopted condemning higher cfiticism 
and@ the schools that adopted it. Then 
smaller organizations and individuals joined 
in the criticism, which was not usually di- 
rected against Dr. Horswell individually but 
against the whole school of higher critics. 
The authorship of the Pentateuch and other 
books of the Old Testament, the rejection of 
the miracle of Jonah and the whale, and 
the application of scientific principles to 
biblical ideas are some of the views that 
have been most sé@verely criticised. 

Professor Horswell, it is declared, is not 
so Mberal in his interpretation of the Bible 
as was Professor Pearson, but unlike the 
latter desired to resign his position before 
he caused dissension in the church. He made 
no announcement of his plans for the fu- 
ture. 

Other members of the faculty of Garrett 
Biblical Institute would not discuss the res- 
ignation. Dr. Milton 8. Terry, upon whom 
as serious attacks have been made as upon 
Dr. Horswell, denied a rumor that he also 
would resign. 

Remark Taken for Criticism. 

In an address to the students of North- 
western University at chapel two weeks 
ago, Dr. Little, in speaking of the applica- 
tion of scientific principles to the ideas 
of the Bible, said: “A great deal of this 
scientific thinking is not scientific at all.” 

This was taken at the time as a thrust

A burst of wind that struck Chicago at 9 
o’clock last night did damage in all sections 
of the city. Windows were blewn in, roofs 
were ripped up, and signs were forn from 
their fastenings. 

The police were kept busy warning pedes- | 
trians of points of danger, and the Fire de- 
partment was called on to help repair the 
damage to a down-town building. 

‘The gust came after the gale that pre- 
vailed all day had died down. Just where 
it came from the weather man was not pre- 
pared to say, although the temperature it 
carried with it suggested the tropics. The 
blow was ef only fifteen minutes’ duration, 
but at the end of that time the thermometer 
registered 72°. Another wind and rain storm 
sprang up at 2 o’clock this morning. 


Wind Causes a Collision. 

J. McCloud, 24 North Ada street, who was 
riding a bicycle at Madison and Ada streets, 
was unable to swerve the machine as it 
was pressed on by the wind and the result 
was a collision with a horse and buggy 
driven by Mrs. Emma Benson, 124 Honore. 
street. McCloud was thrown beneath the 
horse’s feet and severely bruised and the. 
bicycle was wrecked. Following the col- | 
lisiom the frightened horse ran down the 
street and was not stopped for two blocks, 
The wind blew over a sheet iron smoke- 
stack of the Barber Asphalt and Paving 
company, Paulina street and the Chicags 
river, seriously injuring Simon Teron, a 
watchman.

CUBAN ARMY MUS? WAIT 


GENERAL PALMA SAYS FARMERS 
WILL BE CARED FOR FIRST. 


President-Elect of the New Island Re» 
public Confers with the Former 
Military Leaders of Santiago Prov- 
ince and It Is Agreed That the Men 

Who Fought for Liberation Will 
Step Aside Until Agriculture Can Be 
Developed to Paying Basis.

BAYAMO, April 25.—An important con-. 
ference was held today between President- 
elect Palma and several of the Generals 
who participated in the late fnsurrection 
agaiffst Spain. The meeting was at the ree 
guest of the President-elect, who desired to 
obtain the views of,former Cuban soldiers 
on the question of pay for their services. 
Those who attended were Generals Rabi, 
Lora, Salcedo, and Capote, representing the 
Frovince of Santiago, which was the pivotai 
point of the rebellion. 

This was the first opportunity General 
Palma has had for personally guaging the 
sentiment of the people on this question, 
which will be one of considerable impor- 
tance. 


Soldiers Must Wait for Pay. 

The result of the consultation was entirely 
‘gatisfactory to the President-elect, all his 
confréres acquiescing to the plans outlined 
by him. He is opposed to immediately pay- 
ing the army. His proposition is to give 
first attention to agriculture of the island. 
, By fostering this industry, he argues, will 
be obtained the wages of the army. The con- 
stitution ef Cuba and the Platt amendment 
provide that the budget and interest must 
first be taken care of from the loan that will 
be negotiated. General Palma said that it 
must first be determined who is really enti- 
tled to be paid, which means an overhauling 
-of the rolls. The amount now asked is 
about $80,000,000, which is considered far 
too much. It is believed that $15,000,000 will 
suffice to settle all legitimate claims. Per- 
haps two years will be required to settle in 
full. 

‘The President-elect also proposes to have 
the government take care of those crippled 
in. the war who are invalids as a result. 
Provision will also be made for widows. 
The question of pensions will not be favora- 
bly received, 


alma’s Mother Reburied. 
The remains of Pa’ma’s mother, buried by 


him thirty-two years ago near Canto River, 
were removed to this city today and will 


‘be reinterred here tomorrow. They were 


placed in a casket perhaps two feet long and 
brought in by 20U neighbors of the President- 
elect, all mounted. The village priest head- 
ed the long procession which received it. 
-Behind walked General Palma, Gonzales de 
Quesada, and 500 citizens, all with bared 
heads. It was a particularly solemn cere- 
mony, and the President-elect was as grief- 
stricken as if his mother had died yesterday. 
Mass was sung in the same little church 
which he attended when a boy. 


Arduous Journey from Holguin. 

General Palma was accempanied by 2,000 
mounted men when he arrived here yester- 
day morning after a most trying trip in a 
volante from Holguin, a distance of sixty 
miles. A sister of General Palma still lives 
here, and the two met for the first time in 
thirty years. 

The trip from Holguin will live in the 
memories of those who made it. Two of 
the, incidents that made it exciting were a 
dash through an immense forest fire and the 
crossing of the River Canto on horseback. 
The fire was encountered several miles from 
San Pedro. The blaze had been caused by 
the sun's rays, so a good idea can be formed 
as to the terrific heat that prevailed. No 
one seemed less affected by it than General 
Paima. He is sunburnt, but is in better 

health than when he left New York. The 
people of Bayamo are appreciative of the 
honor that has been done the town. Arches 
had been erected, which have such inscrip- 
tions as ** Bayamo to Her Illustrious Son.” 
One of them was built by the Spanish resi- 
dents, which bore the words: “ The Spanish 
Colony to the President of Cuba.”

The season is over now, however, 
and we shall not order any more until next 
season; but since this venture has turned out 
80 successfully we undoubtedly will order 
another consignment then.”

Two young men by the name of Saw and Spear succeeded Mr. Parsons, and conducted | 
the tavern until 1838, when John Gray, subsequently Sheriff of the county, took charge. 
He ran it until 1841, when he sold.eut to George Rogers, who was its proprietor until 
1845. In his time it was known as the. Chicago Hotel. He was succeeded by F. A. Mac- 
Intyre,, who conducted it until 1848, when J. W. Noyes assumed control and changed the 
name of the house to the Noyes Hotel. Of late years the second story has been. con- 
ducted as the old Lake Street Howse, the lower floor being used as storerooms. In its 
day ‘it was considered the finest hotel in Chicago and was a money maker. At one end’ 
of the house at the second story is a bullet mark and an interesting story attaches to It.

House Members Hear Cochran of Mis- 
souri Denounce Congress and 
Agents of Corporations. 


Washington, D..C., April 25.—Mr. Cochran 
of Missouri made a speech in thé House to- 
day on the universal spread of trusts and 


for curbing them. He declared that corpor- 
ation lobbies were Republican in Republican 
States and Démocratic in Democratic States, 
and that although public sentiment demand- 
ed legislation it could not be obtained. 

The trusts, Mr. Cochran said, contributed 


to both political parties and tied their hands. 


It was time for some one to speak the truth, 
and he warned the American people that no 
relief could be hoped for until there was a 
complete divorcement of Legislatures and. 
Congress from corporation lobbies and influ- 
ences. 


Sees Danger in Corporations. 


The point had been reached, he said, 
where the Attorney General and evemea 
member of: the Supreme Court had been 
taken from the employés of great corpora- 
tions. The greatest question before the 
country today, he declared, was whether all 


the great industries and all the transporta- 


tion facilities, not only on land but omsea, 


‘were.to be consolidated in the hands of a 
few men. 


Mr. Cochran, in this connection, assailed 
the Senate. It was a matter of public notori- 
ety, he said, that in some-$tates Senator- 
ships were bought and sold just as produce 
was bought and sold in the public market. 
‘** Does any one doubt,’’ he asked, “* that one 
State is now without Senatorial representa- 
tion because a bargain cannot be struck on 
the Senatorship?”’

Washington, D. C., April 25.—Mr. Carmack 
of Tennessee, one of the minority members 
of the Senate Philippine committee, today 
spoke in opposition to the Philippine: gov- 
ernment bill now pending. He sharply criti- 
cised the President not only for the policy 
he ig pursuing in the Philippines but for 
utteranees which, the Senator declared, 
tended to fan the flame of insurrection. 

Mr. Carmack also denounced General 
Funston, whom he characterized as the 
‘* Jayhawker Brigadier from the windswept 
plains—the mightiest Samson that ever 
wielded the jawbone of an ass as a weapon 
of war.”’ 

Mr. Carmack said that this bill, like the 
Philippine. tariff bill, simply presented one 
aspect of imperialism.. It was not a ques- 
tion only of framing just laws for the Fill- 
pinos, but a question of right to make any 
laws whatever for that people. 


Disputes Title to Islands.

Ever since Funston had been in the Philip- 
pines, Senator Carmack said, he had been 
pouring forth tirades of indiscriminate in- 
sult against the whole people and had out- 
rageously insulted the men upon whom the 
commission was relying for aid in pacifying 
the country. Healso haditon the highest 
authority that a speech made by the Sena-— 
tor from Indiana {Mr. Beveridge] had been 
circulated broadcast throughout the coun- 
try, with an exceedingly pernicious effect 
upon. the natives. 

Thé dominant idea of the bill now before 
the Senate, said he, was to exploit the Phil- | 
ippines.

MONEY FOR PUBLIC BUILDINGS. 


House Committee Completes Measure 
Affecting 173 Cities and Carrying 
$15,800,000 Appropriation. 


Washington, D. C., April 25.—Representa- 
tive Mercer of Nebraska will introduce in 
the House tomorrow the omnibus public 
building bill agreed on by his committee, 


presented to the House for consideration of 
the bill-on Tuesday. 

The rule will provide for three hours’ de- 
bate and a vote, without opportunity for 
amendment. The bill will carry authoriza- 
tions for public buildings in every State of 
the union exception Delaware and Idaho, 
for which States no bills were introduced, 
In all there are 173 authorizations in the bill, 
fifty-eight increasing the limit of cost of 
buildings already provided for, seventy- 
seven for new sites and buildings, six for 
the censtructfon of buildings on sites already 
purchased and owned by the government, 


donated sites, and sixteen authorizations 
for the purchases of sites only. 

The authorizations aggregate $15,800,000. 
The bill repeals the present law for the erec- 
tion of a Department of Justice Building in 
this city, and covers the $1,000,000 which it 
appropriated back into the Treasury.

MANILA, April 25,—In the court-martial 
trial of Brigadier General Jacob H. Smith 
today his counsel, Colonel Charles A. Wood- 
ruff, forestalled the prosecution by admitting 
Ahat the majority of the accusations against 
the General] were true. Hesaid that General 
Smith had issued orders to kill the natives 
and burn their homes. ‘Ihe country was hos- 
tile to the Americans, and the General did 
not desire any prisoners. He had issued or- 
ders to make Samar a howling wilderness. 


‘ Ordered All Natives Killed. 

General Smith, said Colonel Woodruff, had 
érdered that all persons capable of bearing 
arms should be killed. The age limit was 
made 10 because many of that age had borne 
arms against the American troops. Colonel 
Woodruff denied that any orders had been 
given to refuse or ask quarter. 

‘General Smith will apparently plead justi- 
fication as the basis of his defense, taking 
the ground that his action was justified by 
military order 100 and historical precedents, 
including Sheridan’s Shenandoah 
campaign and Sherman’s march to the sea.

DRAMATIC END OF BERLIN FIGHT 
OVER DEPUTY MAYORSHIP. 


Dr. Kauffmann, Three Times Elected 
Vice Burgomaster by the People of 
the German Capital and: as Many 

Times Rejected by Emperor, Now 
Confined in a Sanitarium—Friends 
Blame His Majesty for the Man’s 
Condition—Russo-Swiss Romance.

Emperor William’s fight with the munici- 
pality of Berlin on the subject of Vice Burgo- 
master or Deputy Mayor Kauffmann, whose 
appointment he refused to confirm in spite 
of the fact that the man had been elected 
almost unanimously three times in succes- 
sion to the office, has been brought to a 
‘rather dramatic close. For Kauffmann has 
become violently insane and has had to be 
placed under restraint in the well known 
sanitarium at Schoneberg, near Berlin. 

Attention to his mental condition: was 
drawn by an extraordinary letter: which he 
addressed to his fellow-members of the 
Municipal Council, and which was so ob- 
viously the work of an insane man that this, 
taken in conjunction with his violent be- 
havior at home, left no doubt as tp his de- 
mentia and rendered his. incarceration 
urgent. 3 

Of course the somewhat tragic ending of 
the dispute has led to no end of discussion 


at Berlin, and while there are many who 


praise the Kaiser for having been shrewd 
enough to perceive that Kauffmann did not 
possess the mental caliber requisite for the 
office of Deputy Mayor of Berlin, the friends 
of the unfortunate man of course insist that 
the loss of his mind is due to the treatment 
to which he has been subjected by the crown. 


Malady Comes Suddenly. i 
What seems to have precipitated the crisis 
is the. fact that when, the other day, the 
Chief Burgofiaster had occasion to leave the 
city for a time he intrusted the duties of 
his office, not to Kauffmann, who, in addi- 


tion to being the elected Deputy Mayor, was 


also the senior of the Board of Aldermen, 
but to the next municipal councilor in 
seniority—namely: Alderman Voigt. The 
Chief Burgomaster did this because since

late Secretary of State von Stephen, who 
will be remembered in this country as Post- 
master General of Germany. He wasa law- 
yer by profession, was a. member of the 
Reichstag or Imperial Parliament, and, as 
such, took so prominent a part in the ex- 
treme Liberal opposition to the governntent 
that he was deprived of his commission as 
an officer on the reserve list of the army. 
The fact that he had been thus deprived of 
his epaulets was generally understood to 
have been the main objection to the official 
ratification of his election as Deputy Burgo- 
master. But it is possible that Emperor 
William had some inkling of his lack of 
mental ballast, besides being . prejudiced 
against him on account of his persistent 
opposition to the government. . 


Russo-Swiss Romance. 

The sudden death at Bern of Julie von 
Smirnoff, under circumstances sufficiently 
suspicious to call for the interference of 
the Swiss authorities, who have instituted 
a searching investigation into the causes of 
her sudden end, serve to recall to mind the 
drama in which this young wife of a Rus- 
sian nobleman played the principal role a 
few years ago. 

In the Russian aristocracy there are few 


than that of De Smirnoff, several members 
of the family having achieved eminence in 
political and literary life. A sensation 
was therefore aroused some five or six years 
ago when it suddenly became known that 
Edgar de Smirnoff had been charged with 
the criminal abduction of the daughter and 
only child of the Swiss multi-millionaire La 
Roche, residing at Basel. On investigation 
the following eircumstances were brought 
to Nght: 

- Julie La Roche claimed to have been sub- 
jected to so much brutality and cruelty by 
her widowed father that she had been driven 
to escape from her home, and toremain with 
relatives at Berlin for several months. A 
reconciliation was effected, and she returned 
home, but immediately informed her father 
that she had become afflanced at Berlin to 
Edgar de Smirnoff, a young Russian. 

The father, aware that, according to Swiss 


surrender to his daughter of two-thirds of 
her dead mother’s immense fortune, immedi- 
_ ately vetoed the match, whereupon Julie 
left home once more secretly and proceeded 
to England, where. she was married.accord- 
‘ing to the British law. Some months after- 
wards the young couple, apprehending no 
interference with their liberty, came to 
Switzerland with a view of invoking the as- 
sistance of the Helvetian court to obtain 
from old Millionaire La Roche the surrender 
' to his daughter of that portion of her moth- | 
er’s property to which she wasentitled. 

No sooner had they crossed the border 
than Mme. de Smirnoff was arrested at her 
father’s instance by the Swiss police and 
locked upinan insane asylum at Kreuzlingen, 

After about three weeks’ detention in the 
asylum Mme. de Smirnoff managed to escape 
and to rejoin her husband in Germany, 
where several of the leading experts on 
diseases of the mind pronounced her abso- 

lutely sane,

DEMAND REFORM IN PARKS 


TWELFTH WARD TAXPAYERS 
SOCRE GOVERNOR AND BOARD. 


Adopt Resolutions Declaring That Pol- 
iticilans Now Retire from Commis- 
 slons “Sated with Wealth”—Yates 
.. Denounced for Ignoring Requests 
for Investigation—Legislation Ask- 
ed Placing Control in Men Elected 
by People—Petition to Be Circulated 


The West Park board and Governor Yates 
were denounced by the Twelfth Ward Tax- 
payers’ Protective association last evening. 
Resolutions were adopted pledging the 600 
members to oppose all candidates for the 
next Legislature, who will not promise to do 
their best to secure for the people of Chicago 
‘the control of their parks. 
| John J. Coburn, the association’s attorney, 
‘was the first speaker. The West Park 
‘board, according to Mr. Coburn, hae repeat- 
edly sacrificed the interests of the people. 

“The West Park board is composed of 
henchmen of Governor Yates,’ he said, 
‘‘ who are on the board simply for what is 
commonly known as graft.”’ 

Mr. Coburn told of transactions of the 
board which, he said, had come under his 
observation in the matter of awarding the 
contracts for resurfacing roads, The con- 
tract was let at a cost of about $100,000, and 
Mr. Coburn said that the “ trust ”’ raised the 
price from 60 cents to $1.60 a ton to sell to 
the park commission, and secured this con- 
tract by supplying ‘‘ straw bids’’ and buy- 
ing up all outside competition.

TEXAS MOST HAVE MONEY 


STATE SUFFERING FOR LACK OF 
NECESSARY CAPITAL.

F. H. Rawson’ of Explains 
Needs of Big Southern State—Unfor-| 
tunate Laws Said to Keep Investors 
Away and Even High Rates of In- 
terest Fail to Tempt Loans — Oil 
Boom Waning, but Bright Future 
Predicted for Stock Raising.

Special Correspondence of the Commercial West.] 
Chicago, April 14—F. H. Rawson, Vice 
President of the Union Trust company of 


this city, has returned from a visit of a few 
weeks in Texas. In relation to industrial 
conditions in Texas, Mr. Rawson said to the 
Commercial West: 
“Texas possesses nearly every, possible 
natural resource, and were it not for the 
unfortunate laws of the State, the prosperity 
it could enjoy would be almost illimitable. 
But the development of the State is much 
retarded by the difficulties of securing out- 
side capital; for in a State where the laws 
have been drawn up entirely for the benefit 
of the debtor, where no mortgages can be 
safély accepted, and where debts cannot be 
collected unless debtors choose to pay, it 
takes high rates of interest to make capital 
at aH inclined to comein. | 
The Texas bankers never loan money at 
less than 8 per cent; the rates varying from 
8 to 12 per cent. The people of Texas could 
profitably make use of $100,000,000 more 
capital than they have now got, and they 
could easily secure this additional amount 
were it not for the laws which make it dan- 
gerous for outside capital to come in, 


How One Projéct Is Crippled. 


‘*One curious instance came to my notice 
of the way the people of the State constantly 
suffer from the unfriendliness of their laws 
to capital. A certain brewery in San-An- 
tonio owns a fine piece of property near that 
city on which it was erecting a palatial 
hotel. But in ‘ restraint of trade’ it entered 
into some sort of a harmless agreement with | 
another brewery, and so got fined $15,000 for 
violating the anti-trust law of the State. 
This so crippled its finances that it was 
unable to complete the hotel without bor- 
rewing money. But it ceuld borrow no 
money, for the reason that no bank would 
dare take & mortgage on its improved real 
state, which might be construed as a 
‘homestead,’ and so impossible ever to fore- 
close on. Had property of equal character 
been located in any other State than Texais 
$100,000 could have been borrowed on it at 
once. In consequence of Texas laws, this 
brewery has therefore been practically 
ruined, and an important development has 
been stopped half way. | 


Galveston Must Borrow Money. | 
“A great deal of Northern blood has jin- 
vaded Texas in late years, and this is tend- 
ing to create a better sentiment in regard to 
the treatment of capital. The City of Gal- 
veston now needs to borrow a large sum 
of money in order to build a protecting sea, 
wall. ; But it can float no bonds, unless the 
laws of the State are so amended as to pro- 
vide the proper security to investors. A 
‘great deal of pressure is therefore, being 
_brought to bear on the State Legiglature by 
‘the City of Galveston in favor of laws friend- 
ly to capital. : | 
‘“In consequence of this need of the City 
of Galveston, it looks now as if legislation 
would in the near future be enacted which 
would greatly benefit the entire State. It 
is encouraging. to note that the Supreme 
Court has just found the Texas anti-trust 
law unconstitutional,‘on the same grounds 
that the Illinois anti-trust law was so found. 


Oil Land Boom Is Waning. 


‘“‘The boom in Texas oil lands has seen its 
best days. The trouble with the boom is 
not that there is not enough oll, but rather 
that there is too much oil for the ayailable 
market. Enough oil is flowing to waste 
every week from the gushers to supply all 
the ofl the entire world would need for a. 
month. The gushers soon run themselves. 
dry, when the oil has to be pumped, which * 
costs money. | 

“When a person buys a gusher, his trou- 
bles just begin. He soon finds he owns a 
-white elephant. The oil must find a market, 
which means that a way must be found 
to take it to the coast, and then specially 
constructed steamers to take it to New York, 
‘where buyers must be found for it. There 
are not more than two or three companies, 
one a Standard Oil concern, that own, or 
ever will be able to own, the necessary fa- 
cilities for doing all this, and the others 
must sell their oil in Texas, where about 
three cents per barrel is obtainable for it, 
the principal purchasers being the railroads 
which traverse this section. | 

‘Oil lands have greatly shrurken in value, 
many properties which originally scld for 
$50,000 now selling for not more than $500. 
None of the companies except those that 
possess the facilities to market the oil in 
the East or abroad is making: money. The 
others are still gushingly advertising their 
gushers, but those who are unwary enough 
to put their money into them will find wey

** Manufacturers of cotton goods are still 
behind with deliveries, and active machinery 
is assured for some time to come. Labor 
disputes have been temporarily adjusted, 
making the output heavy as compared with 
recent weeks, when the strikes were causing 
interruption. New orders are small, the re- 
cent liberal export demand being checked, 
it is thought, by the fallin silver. Jobbers 
have received requests for more prompt de- 
livery, retail trade having expanded with 
the warmer weather. Quotations of cotton 
goods are firmly held, the strength of the 
raw material giving support. Independent 
woolen mills are working night and day. 

Wool moves slowly, and in some instances 
prices are shaded, but as a rule holders in- 
sist on full figures. Footwear shops at the 
East have few new orders, and shipments 
from Boston continue to decrease. Jobbers 
have sufficient stocks to supply the retail 
demand and are inclined to delay placing 
ccntracts. Shops at the West are more fully 
engaged, buying leather freely. * 

** Leather is quiet, without change fn price, 
but domestic hides havé again risen and for- 
eign dry hides are scarce. 


Rise in Wheat Speculative. 


‘** While the prospects for a full yield of 
wheat are less bright than they were a week 
ago, the sharp rise in prices must be attrib- 
uted in part to skillful manipulation by in- 
terests recently prominent in the stock mar- 
ket. Lack of moisture has checked growth 
in. the Southwest, and snow has retarded 
farm work in some spring wheat States, but 
it is probable that there is the customary 
exaggeration of damage reports for specu- 
lative purposes. A year ago there was a 
sbarp advance in price on gloomy reports, 
yet the final yield promised to be a record 
breaker. : 

‘‘Exports from all paris of the United 
States, including flour, were 4,041,614 bush- 
els, against 3,433,907 last year, shipments 
being mainly of wheat purchased before the. 
advance. Exporters made few new con- 
tracts at the higher prices. Corn was at-’ 
tracted to market by the better terms of- 
fered, receipts for the week reaching 1,394,- 
479 bushels, against 1,138.398 a year ago, 
but Atlantic exports fell off to 340,237 bush- 
els, again 1,275,156 in 1901. Meats were well 
sustained. Cotton rose to the top point of 
the season on light receipts and reports of 
reduced acreage. Not only has the planting 
seascen been retarded by bad weather but 
there is evidence that grain will be largely

Bradstreet’s tomorrow will say: 

“Despite, and indeed partly because of, 
marked irregularities in weather conditions 
and extreme temperatures, accompanied by 
deterioration in the winter wheat crop of the 
Scuthwest, general business and specula- 
tion have been of a full volume for this sea- 
son of the year. : 

*“*Retail demand was relieved from the 
incubus of backward weather by the hot 
wave which swept over a large part of the 
country this week. ‘This has resulted in a 
fair record business from wholesalers and 
jobbers in the East, but the talk of crop 
damage put a check upon demand in the 
central West and Southwest, and wholésale 
trade reports from these sections are not as 
good as earlier looked for, although showing 
some improvement over a year ago. In the 
Northwest snow and rains checked retail 
trade and distribution, but the general effect 
has been to improve the ultimate crop and 
business Outlook, although delaying seeding. 
Notable price movements have occurred this 
week, and, taken as a whole, the number of 
staples and of securities reporting record 
prices has been large. On the other hand, 
the advancing season's effects havesbeen to 
break prices of eggs and butter and some 
other food products. Among the industries 
activity has remained as great as heretofore, 
and the labor situation has rather improved, 
particularly in the building and allied trades, 
which report unsurpassed activity prevail- 
ing. 

Cereals Respond to Weather. | 
The cereals, and, to a lesser degree, hog 
products generally, responded promptly to 
the Southwestern wheat damage reports, 
which, coupled with heavy decreases in the 
visible supplies, particularly in Manitoba 
and the Northwest, resulted in the highest

St. Paul, Minn., April 25.—Under a decision 
handed down by Justice Brown of the Su- 
preme Court today, the practice of repeat- 
ing messages by telegraph companies, where 
the party to whom the message is directed 
has gone to another point, is a pure gratuity, 
and failure to do so does not entitle the party 
to damages for non-delivery. The decision 
affirms an order of the Hennepin County 
District Court in the case of E. Tavarro Ab- 
bott vs. Western Union Telegraph Company. 
Abbott, a civil engineer, was interested in a 
suit pending in Minneapolis, and had ar- 
ranged to have an attorney telegraph him 
at Ashland, Wis., the date when the suit 
was to be tried.

Union telegraph operator to have the mes- 
sage sent to him at Washburn, He failed 
to receive it and brought suit for damages.

ruinous sacrifices. 
Millions of bushels of 
long wheat were 
liquidated, and the 
opening was a wild 
one, covering a renee 

Dic, at losses 0 
previous close. There was some .recovery 
rom the bottom on heavy profit taking 
by shorts, andsome strength in the 
cash and statistical situation encouraged 
local bulls to work for a rally, but most of 
%t was lost on continued and heavy selling 
for the Southwest. July sold at the open- 
ing from 76c down to 75%c, recovered to 
75%c, but closed at 75%4-%c, a net loss of 
May closed at a loss of 1%-\c, 
with September developing the most weak- 
mess under the improved crop prospects, and 
losing 156c, to 75c. 

While the map showed no rain in Kansas 
but a trace at Wichita, and the forecast was 
for fair weather in that State, while show- 
ers were predicted for the West generally, 
there was a marked falling «ff in the dam- 
age claims from there.

Big Commission Selling. 


“There was tremendous liquidation by com- 
mission houses early, followed by buying by 
Cudahy brokers, Patten, Rankin, Dunn, and 
Pringle. Sales by half a dozen leading houses 
in the first hour probably averaged 1,000,000 
bu each. 

. The market still had the help of a small 
movement, but the heavy liquidation was 
the only important factor. The Northwest 
had only 108 cars, and primary receipts were 
the smallest on the crop, 153,813 bu, com- 
pared with 358,378 bu last year, and barely a 
fifth of the clearances. These were 715,422 
bu for the day, and for the week were 3,751,- 
000 bu, compared with 4,282,000 bu a year 
ago. There was a better cash demand in 
places on the break, Duluth reporting sales 
of 200,000 bu for export and 300,000 bu to 
Bastern mills, and St. Louis export sales of 
150,000 bu hard winter at the highest pre- 
mium yet paid. There was a small business 
here for direct export; total sales, 55,000 bu. 
The local situation was called strong on 
‘the light receipts and milling demand. Sea- 
board advices as to the urgency of foreign 
demand were conflicting, but the highest 
claim of sales was 200,000 bu. Liverpool | 
futures, lost 1%d.

Paul being a sincere, progressive Radical 
will treat of the entire course of the Liberal 
administration in a sympathetic spirit. The 
work will not include the record of the Salis- 
bury administration, and hence will not in- 
volve discussion of the causes of the Boer 
war and the development of the new im- 
perialism.

* ONDON, April 19.—The Ancestor, the 
new review, has made its appearance. 

It is a large five shillings’ worth, at 

least in point of quantity, and the first 
number is certainly interesting, both 

to those who have and those who have not 
ancestors. Its object seems to be to furnis# 
trustworthy information as to ancestors and 
to expose those misguided people who have 
bought a eet of ancestors and a coat of arms 
from the Herald’s College and other less 
trustworthy dealers. Some time ago one of 
the daily newspapers published a series of 
articles showing that many people had no 


possible right to the arms which they bore |}. 


and the ancestors whom they claimed. The 
new review will continue this good work, and 
will thereby fill many now happy homes 
with dismay. For it is a sad thing to dis- 
cover that the ancestors upon whom you 
have prided yourself are not your ancestors 
at all, and that the arms upon which you 
have cheerfully paid taxes, are the legitimate 
arms of somebody else. 

The Ancestor clearly fills a void and 
has a real mission. It ought to be read by 
those enterprising Americans who, like the 
late William Tweed, have foreibly seized 
upon ancestors to whom they have noclaim. 
It. will be remembered that Mr. Tweed, in 
the days of his prosperity, assumed the arms 
of the Marquis of Tweedale and thereby 
rose in the estimation of his Tammany col- 
leagues, who naturally respected a man 
who stole his ancestors more than the man 
who came by them in the legitimate way.

On the 
other hand, all those who have no ancestors 
of their own will be delighted to see the 
ruthless demolition of other people’s ances- 
tors, and hence the review can hardly fail 
of support. At any rate if the succeeding 
numbers are as entertaining as the first 
number it cannot fail to win popularity. 

Sir Walter Besant’s Autobiography is the 
most noteworthy book of the week. It is 
precisely the sort of autobiography that Be- 
sant might have been expected to write. It 
shows us the man as he really was—honest, 
kind-hearted, without a spark of genius, and 
with little critical faculty. He informs us 
that he always longed to be a poet, and that 
he wrote a good deal of verse in his earlier 
years. The specimens of verse which he 
gives us do not suggest that he would ever 
have achieved fame 4s a poet, though they 
would perhaps have qualified him to succeed 
the present poet laureate. They are fairly 
good machine-made verses, without a parti- 
cle of true poetry in them. Whatever else 
nature may have intended to make of Sir 
Walter Besant she plainly never thought of 
making him a poet. Neither did she intend 
that he should be a novelist, but by dint of 
industry he plodded his way to the ranks of 
respectable writers of novels. He was not 
good enough as a novelist to fpe knight- 
hood, but he was good enough to suit the 
tastes of thousands of readers who have 
never heard of Meredith, and who look upon 
Kipling and Conrad and Weyman as unin- 
teresting and probably dangerous authors, 

But the reader of the autobiography cannot 
help liking Sir Walter Besant, and it is safe 
to say that no man who made his acquaint- 
ance in the flesh ever really disliked him. 
There was neither romance nor poetry in his 
composition, but he had plenty of good sense 
and kindliness. His ‘“‘Authors’ society,” of 
which he was at once the inspiration and 
the incarnation, did a great deal of good in 
the way of helping young and struggling au- 
thors, and it is to be hoped that it will not 
lose its usefulness now that he is gone. 


Judging the man solely by what he has writ-, 


ten about himself, he seems to have been a 
sort of genial Anthony Trollope. The lat- 
ter’s autobiography reminds one in mdfy 
ways of Sir Walter Besant’s Autobiography, 
with the difference that the one shows us a 
dogmatic and obstinate man and the other a 
kind and lovable man.

The last number of the Bookman raises a 
question as to the time when the poems 
contained in Browning’s last volume, “‘Aso- 
lando,” were written. Remarks the Book- 
man: “It has been stated, on good author- 
ity, that the book is a collection of poems 
written during the author's life.” This 
“ statement ’’ will astonish the public. So 
many people have firmly believed that the 
poems were written by Browning either be- 
fore or after his lifetime, that the suggestion 
that they were actually written while he 
was still alive will seem almoet incredible. 
I have not yet investigated the question 
sufficiently to be entitled to,form a final 
opinion, but from the intrinsic evidence af- 
forded by three or four of the poems I 
should be inclined to think that they at 
least were written during the poet’s life- 
time. But we should all wait for Dr. Rob- 
ertson Nicoll’s final decision in the matter, 
for he will doubtless study the question 
with an open mind, and if he finds that 
Browning really wrote “ Asolando”’ during 
his lifetime he will frankly say so.

Critics are a curious race. Here is Mr. 
Arthur Waugh, who writes an article in 
the Acaderhy placing Wilkie Collins among 
the immortals, and suggesting that he is the 
literary ancestor of Dr. Conan Doyle. Mr.

| GOSSIP FROM PARIS 
BY GRACE ‘CORNEAU. 


(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TRIBUNE. ] 
ARIS, April 16.—The book of the hour 
is “Le Marechale Ney,” by Count 
de la Bedoyere, one of his. descend- 
ants, published by Calmann-Levy, 
. and containing many new interest- 
ing historical documents, among others 
unpublished letters from Queen Hortense 
and Prince Louis Napoleon to Marshal 
Ney. Naturally, the author paints the 
illustrious member of his family in the light 
of a hero and a victim. The latter all un- 
prejudiced minds will admit, but the former 
title to glory is, perhaps, fairly disputed. 
The career of the Marshal may be summed 
up into three notable acts—the betrayal of 
the royalists for Napoleon, the overthrow of 
Napoleon for the royalists, and the re- 
betrayal of the royalists for Napoleon. Nev- 
ertheless, despite his faults and errors, even 
treachery, Ney had every right to,count 
upon the word of the royalists, which as- 
sured the Generals in the Napoleon entour- 
age a safe return to France and immunity 
from persecution and arrest. In this Ney 
was a victim and the word of the royalists 
was scandalously broken. Hereis one ofthe 
author’s strongest points in favor of the 
Marshal. The trial of the distinguished 
soldier strongly recalls the famous ** Haute 
Cour,” the High Court treason trial, which 
so recently took place in the Senate. How 
little men and politics have changed in 
France is brought forcibly to the mind Ip 
comparing the two trials, which differ only 
in the more clement spirit demonstrated in 
the sentence of Deroulede, Buffet, and the 
other accused men, than that manifested by 
the corresponding legislative body in Ney’s 
time. ‘This, however, is more to the credit 
of public opinion in general than to that of 
the Senators in particular, many of whom 
would have cheerfully signed a death war- 
rant for both Deroulede and Buffet. What 
is revolting in Ney’s case is his condemna- 
tion by lifelong friends and companions in 
arms simply to obtain royal favor. Only one 
was above price in the matter of loyalty toa 
former companion, General Moncey. 

Admirers of Ney, however, in reading the 
textual account of the trial will be disap- 
pointed to find that the civil courage of the 
Marshal was not on a par with his military 
bravery, which recalls to one the sorry figure 
the Generals cut in court during the Dreyfus 
trial. 

When accused of his final return to Napo- 
leon and desertion of the royalists, instead of 
invoking his fidelHty to the Emperor he 
pleaded “‘ an error, a wandering away which 
he could not even explain to himself,” thus 
rendering himself guilty and trying to excuse 
himseif. 

‘It is true I was led astray—I was wrong,” 
he pleaded. ‘“‘ There is no doubt about it.” 
Then he pleaded the uncertain counsels of hia 
Generals, and this umheroic attitude will 


‘always remain a regrettable one in the his- 


torical picture just drawn of him. 

One of the most interesting books for 
humanitarian students, fortunately large in 
number, is Senator Paul Strauss’ new work, 
“La Croisade Sanitaire,’ published by Eu- 
gene Fasquelle. This admirable Senator has 
devoted his life to the alleviating of help- 
less women and children, to the encourage- 
ment of maternity, and the care of children 
left in a helpless condition. No one more 
than Strauss realizes the danger of depopula- 
tion for France, and his work is an intelli- 
gent plan for a campaign against this grow- 
ing evil, supplemented by further plans to 
care for and protect the precious childlife 
so rare of late in France. Throughout his 
public career, a long and honorable one, 
Senator Strauss has served the interests 
of humanity, marking his career as that 
of a humanitarian in the highest sense of 
the word rather than a politician. 

He is intensely progressive, and contem- 
plates a trip to America to study social 
conditions and the organization of charity 
and philanthropic institutions for the bene- 


fit of his own country.

MEMORIES OP A ROYAL LADY.

‘There have been many records of the life of 
Elisabeth - Philippine - Marie- Héléne de 
France, better known to us as Madame Elisa- 
beth, but they aremostly untrustworthy. The 
first part of the present volume is made up 
of translated selections from the two books 
of real authority on this subject: “* Eloge 
Historique de Madame Elisabeth de 
by Antoine Ferrand, and “* Vie de Madat 
Elisabeth,’’ by M. A: de Beauchesne. Tot 
first part is added a number of her letters, 
the journal kept by C‘éry, valet de chambre 
to the royal family during their imprisonment 
in the Temple, and the vaiuabie and touching 
narrative of Marie Thérése de France, the 
daughter of Louts XVI. and-Marie Antoi- 
nette. The editor tells us that only historic 
facts are recorded here. ‘‘ The other parts 
may not be false, but they are so romantic- 
ally tender as to convey a senée of extrava- 
gancée and thus do injury to the noble figure 
which the truth presents. For instance, it 
is recorded by her biegrapher's that as her 
head fell into the basket a perfuthe of roses 
was wafted over the Piace Louis XV.”’ 

Madame Elisabeth, sister of Louls XVL., 
was born in'1764. In 1794 she was beheaded. 
A model of virtte and courage, she was 
greatly beioved during the thirty years of 
her life, and her name.is stil held in loving 
remembrance. From her chiidhood time was 
precious to her, | She was never really inter- 
ested in anything that had not a distinct ob- 
ject. She was devoted to Ker brother, the 
King, and during the trying time that pre- 
ceded his captivity she was constantly urging 
him to decisive action. Ih a letter dated In 
1788 she writes: ** The King returns upon 
his steps just as our granddather did. . 

It s€ems to me that government is like edu 
cation. We should not say ‘I will’ until we 
are sure of being right. But once said there 


should be no yielding of what has been or- 


dained.”’ 
We feel indecd all through these pages 
that Louis was a victim of the circum- 


He loved his people and wanted to help them, 
but hesitated too long at critical moments. 
The old Marécha! de Richelieu is quoted as 
saying: ‘“‘ Of the three branches 
House of Bourbon each has a ruling and 
pronounced taste: The eldest loves hunting, 
the Orleans love pictures, the Condés love 
war.” “And, Louls XVI,” some one asked, 
‘what does he love?’’ O, he is différent— 
he loves the people. a 

Madame Elisazeth's letters written during 
the imprisonment of the royal family, which 
she shared, are never resentful. They show 
strong feeling; at first cheerful hope, and 
later a no less cheerful resignation. It isre- 
corded by witnesses, though not by Elisabeth 
herself, that one day during their imprison- 
ment the King was forced out on a balcony 
to face an angry mob, Madame Elisabeth 
Was at his side, When,-mistaken for the 
} Queen and threatened with death she 
stopped those who wished to correct the 
blunder. “No, no,” she said, “let them 
think Iam she. Their crime would be less,” 
The record of the treatment of tite royal 
famiiy during its imprisonment contains 
many instances of almost unbelievable cru- 
elty. Mme. Royale says of the treatment 
of her brother, the dauphin who is the hero 
of **‘ Lazarre’’: ‘‘I believe no research can 
show such barbarity to any other child.”’ 
She was herself condemned to death after a 
trial the injustice of which a few sentences 
from tlie verdict will prove: ‘“ Zlisabeth 
meditated with Capet and Antoinette the 
massacre of the citizens of Paris on the im- 
mortal day of the 10th of August. She 
watched all night, hoping to witness the 
nocturnal earnage. She helped the barbar- 
ou’ Antoinette to bite the cartridges; she en- 
couraged by her language young girls whom 
fanatical priests had brought to the chateau 
for that horrible occupation.”’ 
After she had been condemned to death 
she asked to be taken to the common room, 
where the persons, twenty-four in number, 
who were to die with her ‘the 
next day were gathered. An account 
of this last night is given by two eye- 
witnesses, who happened to be in the room 
that night, although not among the con- 
demned. “‘As she—Elisabeth—had been at 
Varsailles 
other friends, she was here, forgetful of her- 
self, mindful of them, and dropping into each 
poor, heart by simple words the balm of God's 
own. comfort. She seemed to regard them 
as friends about to accompany her to heaven. 
The calm presence of Madame Elisabeth 
seemed to them in that terrible hour as if 
illumined by a reflection from the Divine.

The decoration scheme is that of the Au- 
gustan period of the Roman Empire, and 
it is expected to surpass in beauty and 
originality of design and execution any the- 
ater in Kansas City. The walls of the the- 
ater are curved and merge into the ceiling 
something in the order of the shape of an 
egg, there being no visible joining place. 
This idea will not only’ lend beauty to be 
found in graceful arches but will, it is 
thought, make the acoustics well-nigh per- 
fect.

The Sleuth, with Dr. Watson, Once 
More Figures in Another Romance 
of Mystery — “The Hound of the 

Baskervilles,” a Melodrama Which 
Is Sure to Bring Down the House—A 
Grim Story of English Life and Fam- 
ily Tradition, 


-There is in certain eircles devoted 
Primarily to the pleasures of the chased a 
current aphorism to the effect that the only 
good detective is a dead detective. Dr. 
Conan. Doyle’s vinos on this point can only 
be surmised in the absence of any authori- 
tative utterance from himself. At any rate, 
having two years ago brought Mr. Sherlock 
Holmes to a sweet and decorous death in the 


unique discourager of crime, alive and kick- 
ing, with his *“‘ methods ’”’ in smooth work- 
ing order and addressed to the solution of 
problems which tax them to the full. Many 
who do not move tn the circles first above 
mentioned have deplored the taking off of the 
greatest detective of modern times, which 
seemed to them untimely and unnecessary.
